WORLD LABOR 


BODY ISSUES 
ITS PLATFORM 


WASHINGTON, 
November 25. — 


Through the last three weeks In 
which the fight in the senate ap- 
proached the climax of defeat of tjie 
treaty, there has been steadily at 
work here the first international la- 
bor conference held under the terms 


the treaty. 
The conference this week win fin- 


ish its work with adoption of a se- 
ries of convention and recommenda- 
tions as to international labor stand- 
ards. 


One of the most important out- 


growths of the conference will be 
the creation of the basic organiza- 
tion of the international, labor office 
which will be the permanent labor 
establishment 
associated with the 


league of nations. 


The governing body of twenty-foiur 


members which will direct th« laJbor 
office will be selected by the confer- 
ence before adjournment. 


For the first time, governments 


have agreed to submit the recom- 
mendations of an international labor 
gathering to their legislative bodies 
for apiproval, and the conventions 
and recommendations, adopted by the 
conference this week will be submit- 
ted to the law making bodies of the 
forty states which lire memfbers of 
the conference. 


No state is bound until its legisla- 


tive body has approved the confer- 
ence recommendations, and 
each 


state represented guarantees to pre- 
sent the conference findings officially 
to the competent legislative authority 
within one year. 


The conference opened its session 


October 29, and expects to keep to 
ts schedule of ajourning by Novem- 
ber 29, a date set ten days ago to 
allow delegates to return home as 
;arly as possible. 


Up to now the work has (been large- 


y confirmed, first, to organization 
matters, such as the election of of- 
ricers, admission of Germany, Aus- 
na and Finland, and other purely 
'unctional work, and second, to the 
.hreshing out in a series of commit- 
ees of the actual problems before 
the conference.
